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OAST BANK CLEARINGS. 
Bank clearings in the cities of the Coast the 
week are attracting a great deal of attention. 
exchanges day by day are nearly 100 per cent.

The inquiry is*natural, “Why should this condition 
prevail in the banking business all over the Coast, 
Les Angeles leading all the other cities in the very 
great increase shown in the movement of funds?” 

The increase over a year ago in the California 
bank clearings is easily accounted for. The sec- 
ond installment of taxes of al! kinds is now being 
paid. They become delinquent the end of this 
month and the owners are paying up very 
promptly in anticipation of delinquent day. The 
reason the clearings run 100 per cent. over last 
year day by day is that at this time a year ago 
we were using bank scrip instead of legal tender 
and the county and city treasurers are forbidden 
by law to take other than actual money for taxes. 
The authorities had extended the delinquent date 
by a considerable period a year ago in order to 
give the taxpayers a chance to pay after the banks 
resumed specie payments. 

As to the increase of the exchanges passing 
through the clearinghouse over two years ago, that 
is due to an improvement in business. In April, 
1907, there was already more or less slowing up in 
many of the branches of merchandising and manu- 
facturing, and this spring there has been quite a 
little general t over the dull times. 
The difference in two years is not so very marked, 
for the reason that in April, 1907, the dullness 
had not become emphasized and now the revival! is 
but well begun. 

But the business public is now in a very differ- 
ent mood from that of the boom. The impulse then 
was to plunge. The disposition now is generally 
to be cautious. As a matter of fact, merchants 
and manufacturers are still engaged in the proc- 
eas of liquidation to some extent to get from under 
the burden of obligations they heaped upon them- 
ssives im the very flush days.

statement at the present time the cash reserves 
would probably show all of 50 per cent. of the de- 
posits there..

In spite 
of this the banks generally report increasing de 
posits from day to day. This is largely due to the 
incoming of actual settlers, exceeding in numbers 
the outgoing tourists who have been here during 
the winter. It is also due in part to the gaod 
prices received by crop growers all over Southern 
California, which have been bringing in a great 


deal of money. In fact, the country banks are bet- 
ter supplied with funds than those in the city in 
proportion to their business.

There is a tendency toward easier rates of in- 
terest, especially on real estate. It is difficult dur- 
ing the current days to get 7 per cent. for money 
even in moderate quantities. The savings banks 
are shading down to 6% per cent. on these loans, 
and private money is reported to be seeking invest- 
ment at even 6 per cent. 

The month of April is making an excellent record 
in building. The population of Los Angeles is 
growing rapidly and many of our people are all 
the time building houses for their own use. If 
things keep on as they are, April is likely to 
show an increase of 100 per cent. over a year ago. 

As to general business, it will be a long time be- 
fore we see an era like “that which prevailed two, 
three or four years ago.

AUPERISM IN ENGLAND. 

The royal commission appointed in England 
about three years ago to investigate the working 
of the poor laws has just made its report and it 
seems to have produced some yeasty workings of 
the national conscience. The commission consisted 
of eighteen men, all of them eminent in some de- 
partment of social work and with full power to 
examine witnesses afdeto obtain information in any 
practicable way. Tht the report should be unani- 
mous, except upon some minor points, proves how 
terribly obvious are the existing evils and how 
little has so far been done by the government to 
lessen the gravity of a situation that contains 
dangers more real than that of a German invasion 
and demanding greater vigilance and a speedier 


remedy. 

The onward march of English pauperism during 
the last forty years has been continuous. At no 
time has there been a check. Year by year we see 
an increasingly vast army of men and women who 
give up in despair the struggle for existence and 
who @ink to the level where self-respect is lost and 
reliance upon charity becomes a habit. From that 
point there are very few retugns. The line between 
self-support and dependence is sharply drawn and 
the mark of the fall is ineffaceable. The decade 
ending in 1906 witnessed the creation of 24,000 
paupers over the sprevious decade, and for the 
whole of England and Wales the additions to the 
sorrowful ranks were over 35 per cent. Worse than 
all else, the increase of the last few years has not 
been due to the birth of pauper children to pauper 
parents, but to an actual increase of adult paupers. 
The recruits come mainly from those who were 
once self-supporting, but who find themselves at 
middie age overwhelmed by social conditions that 
are too strong for them. The existence of a pauper 
class, and of a hereditary pauper class, is a prob- 
lem familiar to most of the older civilizations, but 
that such a class should be steadily and enormously 
recruited by men and women who have actually 
reached an independent middle age when their la- 
bor is most effective is a sinister portent of the 
deepest significance. 

The commissioners had of course nothing to do 
with any but the more immediate and obvious 
causes. It was no part of their duty to direct at- 
tention to a system of taxation that enables a privi- 
leged caste to levy its demands directly upon com- 
mercial intelligence and energy and to reap the 


fruits of improvements that it in no way helped to 
unction was rather to take cognizance 


of pauperism as it exists and to recommend such 
measures as seem to be needed for its regulation, 
control and diminution. Its suggestions are cer- 
tainly not open to the charge of inadequacy. So far 
from advising any more tinkering with the exist- 
ing system it would see well nigh the whole of 
that system swept away bag and baggage, with its 
incompetent and sometimes corrupt officialism that 
recognizes no difference between one pauper and 


The modern work- 
house is rightly denounced as a direct irritation 
of the social wound with its utter lack of diserimi- 
nation, its readiness to affix a brand that canriot be 
removed and its almost inconceivable stypidity in

The suggestions of the commission for diverting 
the stream of necessity before it reaches the point 
of pauperism are well considered and practical. 
Technical education in England can be said to have 
done little more than make a feeble beginning. 
Every year sees thousands of boys turned out from 
ch public schools with absolutely no knowledge of

house in a country where every department of in- 
dustry is overtrowded and where the workman 
| must either have the highest efficiency or be 

Another recommendation points to the 
tablishment of labor exchanges and for the 
velopment of some plan by whieh local needs 
be expeditiously and cheaply met from other dis- 
tricts. There should also be some kind of informa- 
tion bureau that will place supply and demand in 
closer touch. Then there are the remedies of in- 
surance against unemployment and of a system of 
well-directed emigration that would give to 
colonies what they need in the way of labor with- 
out incurring their resentment at being used as 
dumping grounds. The problem, as the commis- 
sioners say, is a vast one. Nothing in the way 
universal patent medicine can be applied to it, 
by resolute and patient measures it can be 
of some of its worst features.’ 

There is still another point not without its 
ciological interest. Vast as is the number of 
paupers in England, how much vaster is the 
ber of those who are so close to the abyss that 
know not what day or what hour will see them fall 
into it? And what must be the mental effect upon 
those who are never without this dreadful specter 
at their sides, and to what extent must this oper- 
ate in a deterioration of national stamina and 
character? Certainly England is facing the prob- 
lem none too soon.

GIRLS MIGHTY MAD. 


Hold Big Mass Meeting in Washington 
and Denounce Their Newspaper 
Detractors. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIME.) 

WASHINGTON, April 18—Bxclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Six hundred engery 
girls and. their friends met in Typo- 
graphical Temple this afternoon, and 
protested that the insult offered to the 
girl employés of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing In a New York 
newspaper was unwarranted and un- 
just. 

The meeting was under the auspices 
of the Federated Labor Union of 
which the girla are members. After 
letters and telegrams had been read 
from officials of the Natio..al Woman's 
Civie Federation, the union adopted 
resolutions condemning the papers 
which had printed the accusations and 
deputized committees to wait on them 
and demand retractions. Retractions 
already printed were repudiated as 
not sufficiently displayed. 

A number of plate printers who met 
with the girls spoke for them, and said 
they were willing to defend them to 
the point of giving battle to their de- 
tractors. The meeting was a lively 
one, and showed that the girls are 
deeply angered at the story that Miss 
Anne Morgan did not receive more of 
them because of the suspicion that 
some of the girls were ostracized by 
their fellow workers because of their 
personalities. 

One plate printer who spoke de- 
clared that the original move to have 
the working girls’ pay increased to §2 
a day would be a success now because 
of the sympathetic feeling aroused for 
the girls since the publication of the 
attacks. 


SNELL CASE DELAYED.

SALONIKANS CLOSE 
ON CONSTANINOPLE. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, April 18.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The Telegraph's 
wiring from Constantinople, 
o'clock tonight, says: 

“All deputations have failed to per- 
suade the Salonikans to withdraw. The 
latter are in possession of fifteen trains 
and are concentrating rapidly. They 
have plenty of food and ammunition. 

“Already 9000 have passed the lines 
at Tchataljea and the vanguard is now 
at Tchekomedje, only eighteen miles 
distant from Constantinople, while the 
main body is at Spartakuich, thirty 
miles away. 

“They have with them six batteries 
of machine guns, and one battery of 
quick-firing guns, and expect that by 
morning they will number 30,000. 

“There is nothing doing here. Sev- 
eral leok deserted, and have 
not even sentriés posted. It is im- 
probable that the troops here will of- 


fer resistence.” w 
It is unsafe to predict anything in 
the surprising developments in the 


Turkish crisis. The present situation, 
however, seems to portend another tri- 
umph for the Young Turks. greater 
even than that of the July revolution, 
and not unlikely this time to involve 
the deposition of the Sultan.

BIG AEROPLANE KITES. 


WO Ingenious a#roplane kites, in- 

vented and constructed by George 

Tench and Tom Eley, pupils of the 
Fifty-second-street school, are to be 
exhibited at the aéronautic show of 
the A#ro Club of\ California at the 
Fiesta Stadium. 

The kites built by the youthful in- 
ventors are after original plans, and 
are among the best that have heen 
devised by local schoolboys. 

The craft constructed by George 
Tench, a youngster 20 years of age, is 
six feet long and three feet high. It 
is made in two pieces, the front sec- 
tion bel a squage frame, in which 
there are four planes. The tall piece, 
instead of being vertical or horizontal, 
is in box form and about two feet 
square. The front section iooks like 
@ part of a step ladder, and the craft 
floats in the air at an angle of about 
thirty degrees to a horizontal plane. 

Tench has been flying his kite daily 
for the last week, and has been very 
successful in making it soar high. His 
schoolmates were not inclined to be- 
lieve the kite would fiy when they 
saw it under construction, but Tench 
had confidence in his novel idea, 
now is giving the “horse laugh” to the 
Thomases.” . 

kite constructed by Tom Eley, 
who is @ son of the captain of the 
Aliso street engine company, is even 
more novel than the one devised by 


Tench, but he has not yet fully com- 
pleted it so that it will fly well. It 
is about five feet long and has several 
planes, arranged so as to give the 
most effective wind area. ere are 
two planes in front, two superim- 
posed, and three in between the front 
and tail. The tail is constructed on a 
novel plan, with vertical and 
tal planes. 

Eley has not yet found the center 
of balance in his craft, but is work- 
i diligently upon it, and feels con- 
fident that the kite will be a success 
when he discovers the proper balance 
for the planes. Clarence E. Cronkite, 
sloyd instructor at the Hooper-avenue 
school, is promoting the building of 
kites among the students, and 
constructed two bix kites, one five feet, 
eight inches long, and one three feet 
long, and a tailless kite seven feet, si 
inches high, which will be on exhibi- 
tion at the a#ronautic show. In a fif- 
teen mile breege, the tailless kite regis- 
tered a pull of twenty-two pounds, 
and the large box kite pulled twenty- 
six pounds urpder the same conditions, 
the string breaking before its maxi- 
mum power was tested. / 

Mr. Cronkite has also made several 
reeis and other apparatus for handling 
large kites.

originally founded upon the mode) of

the recommendations of Ito Hirobumi, 
now Prince Ito, the great statesman 
of the country. whose name will go 
down to posterity with those of Bis- 
marck and Cavour as a nation-maker. 
He visited this country im 1872, advo- 
cating national banks and a 

standard; and immediately after his 
réturn there was a period of great “< 
tivity in bank floating. At present. 
however, the national banks differ in 
moO respect, either as regards their 
economic functions or their legal 
standing and treatment, from ordinary 
private banks. Of such there exiet 
1635 in the island empire, with an au- 
thorized capital of 417,320,479 yen, the 
yen being valued at exactly half the 
American dollar. After the successful 
Chinese war of 1593-5, the Japanese 
government used part of the indem- 
nity to meet the alarming financial 
situation caused by the fall in silver: 
and they boldly placed the ratio at 22 
to 1. or half the ratio of the eichties. 
This meant a rating of their internal 
curency at one half of its former nom!- 
naj] value: and so the yen became, in- 
stead of the equivalent of a dollar, the 
equivaient of 58 cents. The govern- 
ment had meanwhile given up the gold 
standard recommended by Ito. 

In addition to the ordinary banks 
there are forty-six people's banks, 
which are established in each prefec- 
ture to serve as local organs of credit 
for agriculture and industry, each 
with a minimum capital of 200,000 yen. 
The lines of business carried on by the 
people's banks are similar to those 
handied by the Hypothec Bank, one 
of the six especial banks. which must 
be considered in turn. This Hypothec 
Bank has a capital of 10,00 yen. 
Founded in 1896, during the boom that 
followed the close of the Chinese war, 
it took the form of a joint stock com- 
pany, under the special patronage and 
control of the government. [It fur- 
nishes long-period loans on the *se- 
curity of immoveabie property, makes 
loans without security to  prefec- 
tures, districts, cities, towns and otner 

ized organizations; makes 
without security for the work of ad- 
justment ef cultivated fields under the 
farm adjustment law; takes up 
mortgage debentures of the people's 
banks: and accepts the custody of 
gold and silver bullion and negotiable 
instruments. An odd exception to the 
general rule, forbidding anything of 
the nature of a lottery in the empire, 
is permitted in the case of the Hypo- 
thee Bank. The bank is authorized, 
when at least one-fourth of its nomi- 
nal capita] is pald up, to issue mort- 
gage debentures to am amount not ex- 
ceeding ten times its peid-up capital. 
These are redeemabie ct least twice 
a year by means of drawinrs, and for 
h issue of debentures, premiums of 
arious amounts ranging from five yen 
to 1000 yen, are allotted to a certain 
number of debentures to be anor. 
on 
was made with the object of atract- 
ing to the Hypothec Bank small capli- 
taliste who would subscribe to its de- 
bentures. 

The most important of the six spe- 
cial banks, however, is the Bank 
Japan, focnded in 1882, and mode) 


closely on the Bank of Beigium. Its 
original capital of 10,000,000 yen was 
later increased to 30,000,000. bank 


enjoys the privilege of issuing con- 
vertible bank notes up to 120,000,000 
yen, on the security of gold or sail- 
ver coin or bullion, and of government 
bonds or commercial bills of a reliable 
nature. It pays a yearly tax of 1% 
per cent. on the average is- 
sue of note, and 5 per cent. per annum 
on any excess issue. The bank also 


k undertakes on trust the management 


of the treasury fund. In the year end- 
ing June 30, 1908, it handled business 
to the amount of 700,000,000 yen. 

The Yokohama Specie Bank was 
founded in 1880 on an authorised cap- 
ital of 3,000,000 yen, in order to fur- 
nish facilities for foreign trade. Its 
capital has since been increased to 
24,000,000 yen; and it now enjoys an 
international reputation and has nu- 


merous branches abroad. 


The Industrial Bank of Japan is 
joint stock company, established 
March, 1902, with a capital now in- 
Greased to 17,500,000 yen. It is regard- 
ed as the fittest medium for foreign 
capitalists whe desire to invest in Jap- 
anese concerns. The bank, which has 


| prospered remarkably, has the privi- 


lege of issuing debentures to the 
amount of ten times its paid-up capl- 
tal, and to any amount if for the pur- 
pose of public utility abroad. 

The two other special banks are con- 
cerner with outlying territory. One is 
the Colonial Bank of Hokkaido, which 
aims at promoting exploitation of the 
northern island, once the home of the 
basbarous Ainu. The bank paid a div- 
idend .of 9 per cent. on its capital of 
3,000,000 yen for the year ending June 
30, 1908. One million of this capital, 
however, was subscribed by govern- 
ment and bears no imterest till 1910. 
The other lal bank is the Bank of 
Taiwan or rmosa, a joint-stock com- 
pany with a capital of 6,006,000 yen. 
It was founded shortly after the Chi- 
nese war, when the island became Jap- 
anese territory, and has done much to 
aid the government in the remarkable 
exploitation of this valuable accession 
to the imperial possessions. 

Last come the savings banks, with 

an authorized capital of 980,000,000 yen. 
The minimum capital for any one in- 
stitution is 30,000 yen, and there are 
now over four hundred and fifty in 
operation. These savings banks have 
to deposit a sum amounting to at least 
one-fourth of the deposits received 
from the public, as a guarantee with 
the treasury. 
So much for the story of bahks and 
banking tm Japan during the iast 
forty years. Within the latter half 
of this period, the clearinghouse busi- 
increased from less than 
thirty millions to over seven hundred 
millions, 7,124,000,000 being the total 
for 1906. It is a reriarkable story. 


A LITERARY EXCURSION. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, March 31.—Airships as 
aids to literary adventure are heraild- 
ed by several English critics as saving 
the public taste from becoming jaded. 
Already, books have begun to appear in 
which the atroplane is assuming an 
important position. The writing up of 
the earth has been going on #0 sys- 
tematically that practically every por- 
tipn of its surface has been covered 
by certain authors who have, as it 
were, duri the last quarter of a 
century, d ed the globe into spheres 
of influence. Thus, Stanley Weyman 
has taken France; Set Merriman, 
Russia; . Italy; J. M. 


the North Pole: Dr. Cook and others 


the Antarctic. and s0 on, Even 
in such & small place as England, mi- 
nute division of the country has taken 


place among authors, Thomas Hardy 
a Dorset; Eden Phillpotts, De- 
von;. Hilaire Belloc, Sussex, and W. W. 

It is the same 
with America, various writers exploit- 
ing the Southern States, others ths 
Northern, Western and other sections 
of the country.

“The reason aéroplanes and other 
new ideas are making their way into 
modern fiction,” said a well-known 
writer in discussifig this and kindred 
subjects recently, “is because this age 
oemands novelty and sensation before 
anything else. The true celineation of 
character may be done away with if a 
writer undertake to provide a sufficient 
number of thrills and ghocks, and keep 
things moving. Character delineation is 
becoming decidedly old-fashioned. It 
for this reason that you find many 
modern novels dea! with mysticism, 
and similar topics. formula for 
writing has changed. It is not neces- 

to hold the mirror up to nature. 
The best books are often over, 
while mediocre productions, giving 
endless sensations, succeed.” 

Mrs. Humphry Ward has arouse! 
the tre of many-authors recently by re- 
marking: “People who read only nov- 
els, never properly appreciate what 
they are. They are the jam of litera- 
ture, and all properly conducted per- 
sons should begin their meal with 
vread and butter.” 

Most novelists are asking if Mrs. 
Ward looks on her own works in this 
light: and quite an amusing con- 
troversy has arisen over the question 
of novels as food stuffs. If Mra. Ward's 
novels are to be regarded as jam, one 
critic points out that J. M. Barrie 
should be loeked upon as the Scotch 
broth of literary symposium: while 
Marie Corelli is recommended to young 
ladies as a cure for headache. Thi, 
iden and the remark attributed to 
Mrs. Humphrey Ward emphasize the 
fact that people of these days only 
read novels for amusement; which fact 
is further driven home by the fiilure 
o* most novels which attempt to do 
anything else than entertain. There 
are few authors who can afford to in- 
struct their audiences and amuse 
them at the same time. 

Sir Ernest Clarke, who owne his 
title to literature through his connec- 
tion with the curious publication 
known as the “Sette of Odd Volumes,” 
has been giving his views recently on 
the subject of plagiarism among au- 
thors; and also upon the benefits of 
prison life upon composition. Plagiar- 
iam is so commonplace in these days, 
says Sir Ernest, that it is almost un- 
noticed. Only occasionally, when an 
action for infringement of copyright 
calle attention to the subject, do cases 
of actual theft come before the public. 
He excuses it, however, on the ground 
that every writer, not even excepting 
Homer, has dealt rather freely with 
the subject matter provided by his lit- 
eary contemporaries; and, particular- 
ly of those who have lived before his 
time. In a discussion on this topic, 
which arose in a literary circle in Lon- 
don recently, one .of the disputants 
maintained that the plagiarism com- 
mitted by most authors was of an un- 
conscious kind, and was due as large- 
ly to mental telepathy as to deliberate 
fraud. This may be true, but there is 
no gainsaying the fact that there are 
lots of literary kleptomaniacs roam- 
ing around and the excuse of telepathy 
should not be accepted withéut due 
caution. 

Sir ernest Clarke has great admira- 
tion for literature produced in prison, 
and cites the instances of Leigh Hunt 
in Marshaisea; Walter Raleigh in the 
Tower, and others. After speaking 
for some time on this subject at a 
recent meeting at the Authors’ Club, 
he concluded his remarks by saying: 

“But es one reads today some of 
the effusions poured forth on a e¢on- 
fiding public, one cannot help think- 
ing that if prison in the past produced 
such splendid results, would not some- 
thing similar be highly beneficial at 
the present day? Only two or three 
years of kindly incarceration, only 
two or three years of firm restriction 
from pen, ink and paper, only a ju- 
dicious discipline in syntax and analy- 
sis, and perhaps we should see bands 


of men and women discharged from | 


their temporary homes at the end of 
their term with at least a real moral 
consciousness of =the difference be- 
tween adverbs and adjectives, and a 
nobdier, higher sense of duty to the 
relative pronoun and its antecedent, 
and more thought for the little verb 
which now occasionally trips along, 
alas in the wrong furrow.” 

As to the influence of prison life on 
authorship, it depends largely on the 
nature of the offense for which an au- 
thor may happen to be committed to 
jail. W. T. Stead, editor of the Re- 
view of Reviews, told the writer re- 
cently that, in his opinion, an author 
is not “seasoned” until he has been in 
jail. Stead, it will be remembered, 
suffered incarceration in Holloway 
prison for seme time as the result of 
his “Maiden Tribute to Modern Baby- 
lon.” He had a nicely furnished room, 
practically nothing to do: and managed 
to run his magazine until be came owt

Whether 
the $365,000 left by the latter came 
from profits on the work or not is un- 
known. The book is still copyright, 
however, and doubtless brings in a 
steady revenue.
